The session opened with a strong ap­ 
peal by Senator Berry to open the doers 
aud allow the world to listen to the de­ 
bate# on the subject. 
Brief speech©# 
were made for and against the open door 
proposition, but the motion wa* finally 
disposed of in the negative without a 
rollcall and by a very large vote. 
Probably the mort significant occur­ 
rence of the session was the banter up>u 
question of a firm! v-io- upon the 
treaty itself. 
Senator Gorman, who is 
opposed to the treaty, in a brief bu? very

Among Filipino# In London Over Con 
dltions In the A rch ip elago, 
j 
London, Jan. 25.—The Filipino junta 
j here has received a cable message from 
1 Agoncillo, Aguinaldo^ representative at 
I W ashington, declaring that the pros­ 
pects were improving though the work 
was difficult. 
The a bae uce of direct news from 
Manila and the receipt of secret intelli 
gonce from \\ ashingtou, is causing the 
gravest anxiety among the Filipinos 
here. 
The arrests of Filipinos by Major 
General Otis aud the news that numbers 
of I iiipinos have fled is regarded as a 
most serious occurrence. 
It is pointed 
out by the Filipinos that this is exactly 
what happened in 1896 under (tPH era! 
Blanco, when the Filipinos, on the fol­ 
lowing 
, attacked the Spaniards and 
the revolution broke out.
